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A DEAL IN POLITICS

STATRE BUPREME COURT HANDS
DOWN TWO DECISIONS,

RIGKTS OF VARIGUS PARTIES

Taft Men Placed as Republicans and
Recesvelt Admirers WIIl Be on the
Ticket as Progressives.

The state supreme court handed
down a unamimous declsion holding
that the six Taft electors chosen by
the republican state committes, to-
gether with the two republican slec
tors chosen at the spring primaries
who remained loyal to Taft are en-
titled to the designation “republican”
on the ballot in the general election
and to a place at the top of the bal-
lot. The decislon of the district
court in a cage brought by the Taft
men seeking to deny the Roosevelt
men the uses of the name "“republi.
ean” was upheld by the psupreme
oowrt, Secretary of State Walt order-
ed the county clorks of the varlous
counties to proceed with the printing
of the baliots for the general election
and place the names of the Taflt
electore at the head of the list wilh
the deslgnation, “republican.” The
Roosevelt electors chosen in the state
primaries go at the bottom and are
labeled “progressive.”

The Morrisey Case.

The court also handed down a de-
clsion in the Morrisey case. The low-
eor court Is upheld and the right given
to the third party for a place on the
November hallot. Thus all parties will
now be given opportunity to vote for
those who will represent their wishes
in regard to the presidency of the na-
tion.

Signers of Statement No. 1.

Of the candidates of the two big
parties for the legislature, 223 have
slgned statement No. 1, agreeing to
vote for the popular choice for
Unitd States senator. Where the
other thirty stand is not known, mc-
cording to Information from the of-
fice of secretary of state, state legisla-
tive referemce bureau and headquar-
ters of the two political parties.

Of the thirty thus denoted only two
members are In the list of candidates
for the state senate, T. T. Linkhart of
Coleridge and Pater Jansen of Beat.
rice. The |atter was in the last ses-
slon of the state legisloture and went
through his campalgn without signing
this statement. When Senator Hitch-
cock was formally elected he voted
for one of his fellow townsmen for
the place. Both of the senatorial
candidates who have not signed, are
republicans,

In the 1list of candidates for the
house there are sixteen republicans
who have falled to notify any of the
local sources of thelr action upon the
statement, Eleven democrats are in a
similar position. Of the total of thir-
ty who have not yet sent in their de-
cislons, there are twenty-four seats
represented, or nine districts where
both candidates have failed to give
wide-upread expression to their views
of the senatorial statement.

Union Pacific's Report.

The annual report of the Union Pa-
cifie rallroad for the fiscul year end-
ing June 20, 1912, just filed with the
state rallway commission, shows that
Nebraska business of this road fell
off considerably over the fiscal year
of 1911, Total passenger earnlugs
for the year reached the sum of
$5,188,137, as compared to $5,204,881
for the previous year, Freight earn-
ings on slate business fell off from
$12,611,066 to $12,098,367. Total oper-
ating revenne was reduced from
$19,000,477 to $17.604.540,

Shubert Wants New Station.

Uoned the rallway commission for bet-
ter station fagilitiea at that town,
which Is situated on the Burlington
rallway. They also want two passen-
ger traine each way, They complain

Memorial services were held In the
supreme court in memory of K. C,
Calkins, o former supreme court com-
missioner, who died recently at his
home in Kearney, Judge Calkins was
appointed wsupreme court commis-
sloner April 16, 1607, and served in
that capacity about two years,

Upholds Thrasher Case.

The supreme court handed down an
opinion In the case of Thrasher
agalnst State, the case having been
appealed from the district court of
Beott's Bluff county, where Thrasher
bad been convicted for the murder of
a 17-yearold girl who had died from
the effects of a criminal operation.
The case was affirmed,

Adjusting Telephone Rates.

The readjustment of telephone
rates, following the ellmination of
oompetition In this state has et the
rallway commissioners to the partic-
ulrly arduous task of Anding 4 basis
upon which they may detlermine the
investment returns to be allowed com-
panies. The companies assert that
they have been pared to a point whers
the returns were too meager—while
the citizens of many of the communl-
ties belleve they have been siffie-
fently recompensed for what <hey
have provided.

NEBRABKA A LEADER:

What Secretary Mellor Says of the
Commonwealth,

W. R. Mellor, necretary of the Ne
braska State Board of Agrioulturs
has the following to say of Nebraska:

The census figures reveal some
striking facts about agricultural pro
gress In Nebraska. During the last
decade Nebraska has leaped to fourth
in rank in the total amount of farm
property, now being exceeded only by
Ilinois, lowa and Texas. In its per
eapita wealth for the people resident
on the farms Nebraska {s now second
in rank, being led only by lowa,
which has $2,426 per eapita, while
Nebraska has 32,360, When compared
with other states, Nebraska's farm
wealth assumes astounding propor
tions.

The per oapita wealth of the people

whole is $830; for the great geo-

it is as followa: New Eugland, $790;
middle Atlantie, $529; east north cen-
tral, $§1,172; west north central,
$1,742; South Atlantie, $324; east
south central, $5662; mountain states,
$1.042; Paclfic states, $1,638; Nebras-
ka, $2,360,

As compared with the corn-belt
states Nebraska farmers have $1,466

$654 more than Illinols, $1,198 more
thanthan Indicna, $1,088 more than
Miesouri, and more than twice as
much as the farmers of Kansas, who
gording to the 1910 census.

Nebraska farmers now have more
property than those of all New kKng-
land with the addition of New Jer-
sey, Maryland and Virginia; during
the last ten years Nebraska farmers
have Increased their wealth 119 per
cent more than those of Ohlo, 93 per
cent more than thoge of Indiana, 88

cent more than Michlgan, 104 per
cent more than Wiscongin, 90 per
cent more than Minnesola,
cent more than JIowa, 80 per cent
more than Missourl and 42 per cent
more than Kansas.

The census bureau figures the pop-
ulation of all towns under 2,600 as
“rural population;"” excluding the pop-
ulation of the small towns, Nebraska
had 628,408 people on ita farms in
1910; the percapita wealth of these
people actually on the farms of Ne
braska 1s $3,600, or $18,000 per fam-
fly of five persons. This s $11,410
pei family more than the average
wealth of the United States.

The eccomplishment of this stu.
pendous result by a little over
500,000 people on the farms of Ne
braska {8 a& veritable "'marvel, The
80ll of Nebraska Is a great reservoir
of fertllity; the average valuation of
farm land is less than $50 per acre;
why should farmers leave Nebraska
for Canada, the northwest or south-
west in search of opportunity?

Lower Court Upheld.

Arthur M. Nixon, who was con-
victed in Richardson county of sell-
ing llgquor without & licensc, was de-
feated in his efforts to secure a re-
wersal In the state supreme
That tribunal upheld the action of
the lower court setting out that if
the liquor “looked llke whisky and
tasted llke whisky" It was sufficlent
to sustain & conviction despite the
fact that witnesses swore that It had
caused no Intoxleatlon.

Stallion Registration Board.

The first annual report of the Ne-
braska stallion registration board has
been issued.
board Inspects animals used for
breeding purposes and certifles as to
their pedigree and soundness. Dr,
Bostrom, state veterinarian, is presi-
dent; W. R, Mellor, secretary of the
state board of agriculture, is secre
tary, and A. E. Nelson is ussistant
secretary. The report contains illu-
stratlons showing many common
blemishes In bones and feet of stal-
lions that are transmissible to off-
spring and a discussion of the varioua
disenses of animals, ete.

SOUTARI EASY PREY

TURKISH STRONGHOLD IN
NORTHERN ALBANIA A MON-
TENEGRIN WAR PRIZE.

| ADRIANOPLE SEEMS DOOMED

Defeat of Turks Believed to Be Com-
plete—According to Reports, the
Balkan Allies Have Been Vlc’ur\-
lous at All Points.

London, Oct. 20.—With hundreds of
Its residents lylng dead in the strest
and thousands facing actunl starva-
tion and with its length and breadlh
swept by fire, Scutarl, the Turkish
etronghold in northern Albania, was
Bunday a Montenegrin war prize,

The Montenegrin bombardment has
continued without respite. The city
has virtually fallen, but the Indomi-
table bravery of the Turkish garrison
i8 prolonging the fearful plight of
thoge within the city's gates, which
can only end in surrender or annihl
lation.

London, Oct, 20 —Adrianople burn-
ing, cut off from the main Turkish
army at Demotika, near the polnot of
starvation, was still withholding its
formal surrender Sunday to the Hul-
garlang and In o doing Is daring
complete destruction,

The Bulgarians are bombarding the
eity from every point of the compuass
Every outpost has been taken and
Bulgarian troops are within the outer
eity. Only the Inner circle of 24
forts remain lutact Practically all
of the publie bulldings have been
razed by fire

Reports from Sofia and Belgrade in
dicate that the Turks have been un
able to improve their desperate plight
fn the west, The Servians are in
complete control of the eitles of
Uskub and Kumanova. The Turks
| who evacuated Uskub and permitted
the Servians to take the stronghold
without resistance are reassembling
forces on the adjacent helghts awalt-
fng further Servian advances.

War critics declare that the en
veloping campalgn of the Dalkan
allies has suceeeded Lo an extent that
has no parallel in the annals of mod
ern warfare. Not a w#ingle Turkish
victory of importance has been re
| corded,

Belgrade, Oct, 28-—-WIith the cap-
ture of Uskub the maln strength of
the Ottoman troops In the provinee of
Macedonia was broken Sunday. The
Bervians, while pushing ahead for
Adrianople, are arming the Macedon-
lans with wnar accoutrements taken
from the Turks and leaving officers
to drill them.

The Turks were so hotly pursued
after the battle of Kumanova that
they did not stop at Uskub, but fled
further south, killing women, children

and old men

BECKER IS HOPELESS

NO LONGER EXPECTS TO GET A
NEW TRIAL,

Former New York Police Official Re
grets That He Did Not Testify
In His Cage.

New York, Oct. 20.—~In a statement
{ssued from his les Becker,
tha former lleutenant police, con-
victed of the murder of Herman
Rosenthal, stated that now he was
sorry he had not gone on the withess
stand during his trial and said be had
little hope of securing a reversal of
the verdiet which conslgns him to the
glectric chalr.

He repeated his statement that he
had no connection with the murder
and charged that the Informers, Ruse,
Vallon and Welber, not only engl
neered the erime, but had planned to
murder another gambler. The plot
had miscarried, he added.

"1 am no longer optimistiec that my
lawyer will get me a new trial,” sald
Becker. *I might say that I am hope-
leas of a successful appeal”

“It 18 n case of rallroading me to
the chalr,” declared Becker,

“The judges of the court of appenls
are only human. 1 do not know that |
will get another trinl."

Mrs. Becker, who was with him
buret Into tears., She plans to be a
dally wvisitor at the Tombs, pending
the appesdl.

UTICA, N. Y.

END EXPECTED IN 48 HOURS

Relapse Occurred on Friday, October
25, While Slowly Recovering From
Hiness—Family Assembled at Res
Idence—Patient Is Consclous,

Utlea, N. Y, Oct. 830 —~Waging =a
hopeless fight for life against Bright's
disease and a greatly weakened heart,
VicePresident: James Schooloraft
Bherman was at the point of death
Monday., He may survive another
forty-eight hours, but it Is Improbable
that his greatly weakened vitality can
sustaln him beyond that length of
time. At the vicepresident's bedside
were Dr. F. H. Peck, his personal
physiclan, and Dr. Willlam Elsner of
Syracuse, while Dr, Theodore Janeway
of New York city was brought into
close touch with the consulting phy-
slcilans by meaus of the long distance
telephonae,

Not until Monday nlght would Doe
tor Peck admit Mr, Sherman’s condl
tion eritical. SBunday night the physk
clan etated that the vice-president
was resting comfortably, Monday
the fact was revealed that Mr, Sher
man suffered a relapse October 26 and
that sinee that time his life has been
hanging by a slender thread.

The gecretiveness of the physiclans

| was nndoubtedly inspired by a desire

to hide the true situation regarding
Mr. Sherman’s {llness In the cloging
hours of the campaign In which he s
a candidate for re-election to the sec-
ond highest office {n the land.

When the fact was revealed from
an authoritative source that the vice
president was undoubtedly on his
death bed the community was shocked
for none of the loeal newspapers
printed anything which made plain
the eritieal condition In which Mr.
Sherman les,

In the Bhierman home on upper Gen-
osee street the members of the vice-
president’'s family are assembled,
pwalting the summons which It Is
feared eannot be long deferred

Doctor Peck announced that his dis-
tinguished patlent was resting more
comfortably than he had in the pre
ceding twenty-four hours but beyond
this he made no statement. The vice
presgident suffers greatly from his af
fection of the kidneys and his inabill
ity to breath. BStimulanta to ao
celerate Lhe hearl actlon are frequent
ly administered and remedies to allay
the constant agonizing pain are alsc
given at safe intervals. The vice
president {s perfectly rational and
bears his Intense sufferings with
fortitude,

Mr. Sherman’s {llness dates from

last spring, when by direction of his
Washington phyeician he left the na-
it!onni capltal and returned to his
| home In this eity in hope of restor-
ing his shattered health., With the
exception of perlodical galns which
generally ended in relapses his fight
has been a hopeless one from the
start,

At 11:30 o'clock Monday night {t
was gtated at the Bherman home that
the vice-president was resting com-
fortably.

Doctors Peck and Elsner lssued the
following statement on the vice-presi
dent's condition:

“In answer to the many inquiries
from all quarters the following state
ment I8 made:

“After consultation tonlght in case
of Vice-Precidont Sherman the |
dlagnosls of weak heart muscles, the
result of overwork, with some kidney
involvement s confirmed.”
